loxi, Miss., about midnight and 
was en route to New Orleans 
where she was scheduled to ap- 
pear on a television program at 
noon. 


Police said the actress was 


decapitated. 


The accident happened about 


30 miles east of downtown New 
Orleans on a winding, narrow 
stretch of the two-lane route- 
known as the Old Spanish Trail. 


Richard Rambo, around 40, of 


Pensacola, Fla., driver of the 
truck, said the car appeared 
suddenly from the rear and ran 
beneath the truck's trailer. 
Rambo was not hurt. 


A doctor at Charity Hospital 


said Miss Mansfield's children 
•were undergoing X rays. 


"None of them seems criti- 


cal," he said. "We want to keep 
them 
here 
for observation, 


pending arrival of some rela- 
tives." 


The hospital said Mickey sui- 


fered a fractured arm, while the 
other two were treated for abra- 
sions.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


Navy court of Inquiry has re- 
fused to speculate on whether 
Israeli jets and PT boats knew 
they were attacking a U.S. ves- 
sel when they rocketed, ma- 
chine-gunned and torpedoed the 
communications 
ship 
Liberty 


during the Middle East war. 


A summery of the court's pro- 


ceedings, released by the Penta- 
gon late Wednesday, also made 
no mention of reports the ship 
was 
engaged 
in 
electronic 


spying on Israeli and Egyptian 
communications when she was 
hit June 8 some 15 miles north 
of the Sinai Peninsula. 


The summary, prepared from 


a secret report, said witnesses 
before the Navy court testified 
to "significant surveillance of 
the Liberty on three occasions" 
from the air hours before the 
midafternoon attack. 


But the document added that 


because it was not an interna- 
tional Investigation, there was 
no evidence on whether the 
planes identified the Liberty. 
. 


The Navy court affirmed the 


vessel's right to be where it 
was, in International waters and 
produced evidence the Israeli 
armed forces "had ample op- 
portunity to identify Liberty 
correctly," the summary said. 


"The court had insufficient 


information before it to make a 
judgment on the reasons for the 
decision by Israeli aircraft and 
motor torpedo boats to attack," 
the Pentagon report said. 


"It was not the responsibility 


of the court to rule on the culpa- 
bility of the attackers, and no 
evidence was heard from the 
attacking nation." 


The summary said the Navy 


court, which met in closed ses- 
sion in London and aboard the 
shattered vessel in Malta, found

25 Pound

25 pound parcels between first 
class post offices which are 150 
miles or more apart starting 
July 1, Postmaster Branuan re* 
minded patrons today, the pre* 
sent weight limit is 20 pounds, 
he said.

least 11 persons were injured by 
shotgun blasts as more than 1,- 
000 Negroes, most of them 
youths, rampaged through this 
city's lower East Side for the 
second straight night.

(AP) - Pressure mounted on 
Israel today at the emergency 
session of the U.N, General As- 
sembly to reverse its annexa- 
tion of the Old City of Jerus- 
alem. 


Fifteen 
nonaUgned nations 


submitted a resolution to the 
Assembly Wednesday calling on 
the Israeli government to with- 
draw its troops from all the ter- 
ritory seized from Egypt, Jor- 
dan and Syria in the six-day 
war that began June 5. 


Introducing the resolution, 


Ambassador Danilo Leklc of 
Yugoslavia said the Old City 
was threatened with full inte- 
gration into Israel and called 
for the 122-nation Assembly to 
adopt his resolution by Friday. 


But meanwhile the Israeli 


government accomplished the 
integration with a proclamation 
enlarging the city limits of "Is- 
raeli Jerusalem" to Include the 
Old City and some adjacent ter- 
ritory seized from Jordan. 


Another resolution was re- 


ported in preparation express- 
ing concern over steps the Is- 
raelis have taken regarding the 
Old City, declaring these inval- 
id, and calling on Israel to do 
nothing further to prejudice the 
future status of the Old City. 
Jordan, Pakistan, Turkey, Spain 
and Peru were among the na- 
tions preparing the resolution. 


Under the original U.N. parti- 


tion plan for Palestine, Jeru- 
salem was to be an Internation- 
al city, but Israel took the new 
part of the city during the 1948- 
49 Palestine war and Jordan 
seized the Old City.

WASHlKGfO (AP)-U Thant, 


secretary»general of the united 
Nations, is a mild Burmese who 
likes bacon and eggs and can 
get in a jam by saying too much 
or saying too little, 


Five years ago what he said 


wasn't much but It turned out to 
be too much. He was trying to 
reunify the Congo at the time 
and got angry at the leaders of 
the secessionist Katanga gov- 
eminent, He called 
them a 


"bunch of clowns," 


He was criticized for that. 


This year, and he still stings 
from it, he was criticized for 
saying too little, or nothing at 
all, instead of consulting the 
U.N. General Assembly or the 
Security Council when Egypt 
told him to pull his U.N. peace* 
keeping troops out of Egypt im- 
mediately. 


He did so promptly. And from 


that point relations between Is- 
rael and the Arabs headed 
straight for the short war which 
started this month and lasted 
less than a week, with the Arabs 
winding up on the short end. 


Protests piled up on him. The 


climax came last week in the 
United Nations when Israel's 
foreign minister, Abba Eban, 
said Thant had acted "disas- 
trously swift" in yielding to the 
demands of Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


This really irritated Thant 


who quickly issued a statement 
that explained he had no choice, 
that Nasser had voluntarily al- 
lowed the U.N. force to stand on 
the Egyptian side of the border 
with Israel and could therefore 
order them out when he wished. 


In the course of this Thant 


implied Israel was in a poor po- 
sition to complain that the U.N. 
troops had been pulled out of 
Egypt since Israel never per- 
mitted them inside Israel at all. 


The Eban attack must have 


been a sore harpoon for this 
week Thant fired back again in 
his own defense, this time with 
such a 
detailed and lengthy 


statement that it took up almost 
three full newspaper pages. 


He didn't need all that room. 


But his explanation— which in 
part was a repetition of his an- 
swer to Eban— squarely put the 
finger on Egypt as the one who 
precipitated the war. 


Now almost a month after the 


war 
the biggest unanswered 


question— and Thant didn't an- 
swer it, either— Is still: who 
fired the first shot? But from 
Thant' s 
explanation it was 


Egypt which lit the fire. 


He said In mid-May the Egyp- 


tians told him to remove U.N. 
troops immediately from El Sa- 
bha in the northeast corner of 


the sinai Peninsula, right on tot 
border with Israel, and from 
Sharm el Sheik, in the southeast 
corner of sinal, a point wMen 
can control shipping into tw 
Gulfof Adjiba, 


When Thant didn't aet ffcst 


enough, Egyptian soldiers took 
over in both puces and it wasn't 
long before Nasser decided to 
blockade the Gulf of Aqaba, This 
became the sorest point of all in 
Israeli-Arab relations, 


In his statement Thant said 


the long, simmering hostility 
between Israel and Egypt-be 
called it a "direct confronta- 
tion"-was made to bubble and 
boil by Egypt's decision "to 
move its forces up to the line," 


But Israel didn't look good in 


Thant's explanation, either, 


Thant pointed out that when 


Israel's delegate to the United 
Nations went to him to protest 
the U,N, withdrawal, on Nas- 
ser's demand, the complaint 
was that Nasser alone should 
not be permitted* to demand and 
get the withdrawal. 


But since Israel didn't want 


the U.N. force removed from 
Egypt, but Egypt did, Thant 
said he asked the Israeli dele- 
gate if Israel would permit the 
U.N. troops to move over and 
take up their peace-keeping role 
on the Israeli side of the border. 


Thant said the Israeli dele- 


gate said such an idea was "en- 
tirely unacceptable to his gov- 
ernment." 


Last year, when his first full 


term as secretary-general was 
expiring; Thant, who had been 
an educator and a newspa- 
perman, said he had had enough 
and wanted to retire. 


But, if he did, it seemed to 


mean a long struggle between 
the United States and Soviet 
Union before they could agree 
on a successor. They could both 
accept Thant, so he was per- 
suaded to stay.

"The court," the Pentagon 


said, "heard testimony from 
witnesses, Including a salvage 
expert, who stated that beyond 
a shadow of a doubt those who 
died there were killed Instantly 
by the blast. 


"None could have survived, 


trapped In the compartment, to 
die of suffocation or drowning." 


But one of the Liberty's 


wounded crewmen told news- 
men aboard the carrier USS 
America on June 11, three days 
after the attack, of a young 
Marine who bravely tried to 
rescue companions from flooded 
areas of the ship. 


Seaman Kenneth Ecker of 


Watseka. Ill, said the Marine 
helped 
some crewmen from 


water-swept hatches and re- 
turned below deck to assist oth- 
ers. The implication was that 
others were alive. 
"He never came back," Eck- 


er said. "Water was pouring in 
the torpedo hole so fast they had 
to close the hatch." 


Only 9 bodies of the 34 dead 


were recovered the first two 
days after the attack. 


Ecker said the Marine was a 


corporal who boarded the Liber- 
ty only one week before when 
the 
communications 
ship 


stopped at Rota, Spain, for fuel 
and supplies en route to the 
Mediterranean. 


The Pentagon's list of the 


dead names two Marines, one 
Cpl. Edward E. Rehmeyer, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Edward E. 
Rehmeyer Jr., of Railroad, Pa, 
The other Marine was a ser- 
geant. 


It could not be determined 


Wednesday night whether Ecker 
was called to testify before the 
court. 


Ecker, an 18-year-old radio- 


man, was lucky. 


He put on his steel helmet 


when Israeli planes bore down 
on the ship. At least eight 
chunks of shrapnel or pieces of 
bullets struck his helmet, one 
penetrating and bouncing off his 
head. One hole In the helmet 
was nearly an inch In diameter. 


Ecker, knocked from his feet, 


suffered a one-inch scalp cut 
and a headache, but wasn't seri- 
ously hurt.

William L. McGooagle, 
was among the 75 wounded. He 
was hit by shrapnel in the leg, 
but continued directing the ship.
